WoncESTxn, Oct. 31. Tho funeral services
of Mrs. Eliza More, or, as she was better
known, "Capt." Lizzie More, one of the best
known of the Salvation Army workers in this
country, were held in Trinity Church yes-
terday afternoon. They were attended by an
enormous crowd of people.

The remains were escorted to the church
by a detachment of seventy from tho Salva-
tion Army with the United States' colorfi and
the Salvation Army flogs heavily draped in
orape, marching to thepmiwlc-o- f muffled
drums and trumpets.

. Inside the altar-ra- il wero. gathered Gen.
Thomas E. Moore. Major B. E. Hdltz,- - Divis-
ion Capt. George Price, of the Department of
New Hampshire; p William
Cooper, of the Department of Massachusetts,
and Bov. W. T. Pcrrin, pastor of Trinity
Church.

In the ranks of the army were a large num-
ber of captains of different camps, standing ina circle about the casket. Tho ceremonieswero conducted by Geu. More, father of tho
dead captain's husband.

The exercises began with singing and
prayer, followed by reading of tho Scriptures
by Bev. Mr. Pernn. and prayer bv members
of the army, and then Gen. Mooro delivered a
brief eulogy.

$100.

Boodlo! boodlo! boodle! is now the cry
of the bosses, and they are going to raise it.
